Such a pompe,of 
forrow as was a prefident to all poſteritie ; forty dayes 
the bodice was embalm'd, then threeſcore and ren more, 
mourned for, before the Funerall, ſeven after ; againſt the 
day of interment all the tribes muſt bee ſummon'd, their 
families, rheir allies, and their retinue ; ozely their beards, 
and their little ones, left in Gefen, I read of no wite, or 
daughrer abſenr, no tricke of Religion, or pretence of 
retired forrow, to keep them off rheſe publike exequies, 
to whine a dirge or requiem ina corner. No doubt they 
ſadly followed the hearſe even to the Sepulchre, thin- 
king a teare wrung over a parting bed nor halte fo em- 
pharicall, as that which isdropt into the grave.
